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LEGAL AID COMMITTEE 


The Commissioner shall establish a committee, to 
be known as the Legal Aid Committee (hereinafter 
called the "Committee"), to administer the legal 
aid program in the Northwest Territories as 
prescribed in this Agreement. 

The Committee shall consist of a chairman who 
shall be the Legal Adviser to the Territorial 
Government or such other person, who is an 
employee of the Territorial Government, as the 
Commissioner may, from time to time, designate, 
and two other members, one from among the resident 
members of the Bar’ of the Territories nominated by 
the President of the Northwest Territories Bar 
Association, and the other member, selected by the 
Commissioner, who is a resident of the Territories 
but who is not a member of the legal profession 
and who is not employed by the Territorial Govern- 
ment or by the Government of Canada. 

The Commissioner shall arrange as soon as possible 
to fill vacancies on the Committee as they occur. | 
The members of the Committee who are not employees 
of the Territorial Government may be paid remunera- 


tion, for time spent in the. performance of their 
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duties as members of the Committee, at such rate 
not exceeding fifty dollars a day as the Commissioner 
prescribes; and every member of the Committee shall 
be paid such reasonable travelling and living 
expenses incurred by them in the performance of 
their duties as members of the Committee as are 
prescribed by the Commissioner.

WHEREAS Order in Council P.c. 1974-2891 of the 20th 
day of Decembe, 1974, authorized The Canadian Wheat Board to 
adjust its accounts by transferring to the current pool 
period the barley referred to therein; 


WHEREAS The Canadian Wheat Board reports nat; 
having adjusted its accounts, it has received payment in full 
for all barley delivered to it in the pool period that 
commenced on the lst day of August, 1973 and expired on the 
3lst day of July, 1974, and, after deducting the expense 
attributable to the barley referred to in accordance with 
the Canadian Wheat Board Act, a balance of moneys remains in 
its account in respect of barley purchased by it in the said 
pool period; 

AND WHEREAS The Canadian Wheat Roard has ad 
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THEREFORE, HIS EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR GENERAL IN 
COUNCIL, on the recommendation of the Honourable Otto Lang, 
is pleased hereby, pursuant to the Canadian Wheat Board Act, 
and the Canadian Wheat Board Regulations, to approve the 
amount determined by The Canadian Wheat Board for each bushel 
of each grade of barley set out in the schedule hereto, and 
the distribution of the balance of the moneys remaining in 
its account in respect of the barley purchased by it in the 
said pool period in accordance with the provisions of the 
Canadian Wheat Board Act. 
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
